300,000 in locally-financed construction work were wiped out that will 


last week when the U.S. House of Representatives voted to} 
kill the low-rent public housing program. 


The homes and construction jobs 
eliminated by the House action 
won’t be replaced by other work, 
because they are the federally- 
aided housing projects for families 
of low-income. These are the fam- 
ilies the private building industry 
cannot touch on ,today’s market 
and who otherwise are forced to 
live in miserable, unhealthful, 
crime-breeding slum condition. 

Only hope fer the continuation 
of the low-rent program even on 
@ minimum basis of 35,000 units is 
a reversal of the House action by 
the Senate when the Independent 
Offices Appropriation Bill reaches 
it for consideration within the next 
few days. 


Congress last year established 
35,000 units as the annual pattern 
to replace the 135,000 unit rate spe- 
cified in the original Housing Act 
of 1949.

To Tax Gravy for 


Big Corporations 

Washington (LPA)—The. Office 
of Defense Mobilization has hand- 
ed out $245,699,659 more in rapid 
tax write-offs, making the total to 
date almost $26 billion. 

These “certificates of necessity” 
for rapid tax amortization permit 
the beneficiaries to write off (de- 
preciate) their new facilities in 
five years instead of the usual 20 
to 25. They gain enormous tax 
savings as a result. 

Latest beneficiaries include Ray- 
onier, Inc., Brunswick, Ga., for 55 
per cent on a $24 million - white 
wood pulp processing plant; Atian- 
tic Goast Line for 70 per cent on 
rail transportation worth $16. mil- 
lion; Northern States Power, Nich- 
ols, Minn., 40 per cent on facilities 
worth $13 million; Electric Power, 
Inc., Hartford, Cenn., 30 per cent 
on facilities valued at $13 million..

Living Costs Rise, 
Consumers Are in 
Hock $82 Billion 


Washington (LPA)—Living costs 
went up 0.2 per cent between mid- 
February and mid-March. Whole- 
sale prices went up the week end- 
ed April 21. The nation’s consum- 
ers went deeper in hock by $10 
billion in 1952, to a total of $82 
billion, and were going deeper in 
1953. General Electric net profits 
in 1952 went up 58 per cent on a 
sales increase of 39 per cent. Gim- 
bel’s sales dipped 2.8 per cent, net 
profits went up .22 per cent, Allied 
Stores Corp. sales. went up 5.3 per 
cent; net profits 47 per cent. Net 
working capital of U.S. *eerpora- 
tions increased by $4 billion in 
1952.

By a vote of 198 to 106, the 
House repudiated President Eisens 
hower’s reported request that the 
program be continued another year 
at the present level of 35,000 new

even on a minimum basis of 35,000 
units, is a reversal of House action 
by the Senate when the Indepen- 
dent Offices Appropriation Bill 
reaches it for consideration within 
the next week.

‘Kenosha, Wis. (LPA)—Setting a 
precedent for this state, the Mid- 
west and most of the nation, AFL 
Retail Clerks here have won a 
workweek which averages less 
than 40 hours for the year in 
men’s clothing stores. Included in 
the agreement are the union shop 
and an increase of $2.50 a week. 

Because of the nature of the 
trade, 30 employees of the three 
stores will work on this schedule: 
Jan. 1 to Father’s Day, 38 hours 
in four 7%-hour days and one 
8-hour day; from Father’s Day to 
the week which includes Labor 
Day, 41 hours in four 7%-hour 
days, one of 3 hours, and an 8- 
hour day; from then to Thanks- 
giving Day the 38-hour week goes 
back into effect, and from then to 
New Year’s the week will be 45% 
hours made up of five 7%-hour 
days and one of 8 hours. No full- 
tinge employee is required to work 
more than one night a week and 
time and one-half is to be paid 
for all work in excess’ of schedule. 

The new rate puts the pay at 
$72.50 for those employed three 
years or more, with the starting 
rate at $50.

CHECK SOCIAL 
SECURITY CARD 
WITH EMPLOYER - 


The most important thing a per- 
son can do to protect his insurance 
rights under the Social Security 
Act is to make sure that his social 
security account number is record- 
ed correctly on his employer’s 
books, John J. Cassidy, manager of 
the San Jose field office of the So- 
eial Security Administration, said 
this week. 

He pointed out that it is advis- 
able for a person to compare the 
account number shown on his so- 
cial security account number card 
with the number shown on his 
payroll receipt and tax withhold- 
ing statements. If the numbers do 
not agree, he should at once bring 
the matter to the attention of his 
employer and at the same time 
check with the Social Security 
Administration to determine if all 
the wages he earned in a given 
year are currently reported to his 
account. If an employer for one 
reason or another should misplace 
one of the digits in the account 
number, all the wages might not 
be credited to his account and as 
a result, his insurance payment 
upon retirement or the payment to |

Cassidy pointed out that the 
eanning season is rapidly ap- 
proaching and those workers who | 
expect employment in the can- 
nerjes should look now for their 
account number card. If the card 
cannot be located, application for | 
a duplicate should be made at 
once. These application blanks can 
be obtained from any post office 
in the United States or from any 
office of the California State De- 
partment of Employment. Upon 
completion they should be mailed 
directly to the Social Security Ad- 
ministration in San Jose. It is im- 
portant, he said, for those people 
who apply for duplicate account 
number cards to know that it will 
take about two weeks before the 
duplicate card is mailed.

Cut Taxes Now 


Washington (LPA)—Sen. Harry 
F. Byrd (D., Va.), whose economic 
thinking is close to the conserva- 
tive GOP line, is against any tax 
cuts this year. He declared April 
25 that taxes must be kept high to 
avoid a deficit. 

He proposed a budget cut of $6.8 
billion that he said would not hurt 
defense spending, but insisted that 
the budget cannot be balanced for 
reste 1954, starting July 1, if the 
‘automatic tax reductions slated 
ithis year are to go in effect. 

In fact, he told a U.S. Chamber 
of Commerce luncheon April 27, 
“if taxes are cut now, it is possible 
and probable they would have to 
be reimposed before the budget 
can be balanced.”
